Cargo also 
booked other local and imported talent during the rest of the 
week, it had just embarked on a seven-nights-live booking poli- 
cy. To date, no replacement has even been rumoured. Since 
Cargo closed, a multi-band hardcore night was booked by Sat- 
tion, but that’s in Pointe Claire. CRSG, promoter of the Thrash 
Bash (My Dog Popper, Fair Warning and No Policy) earlier this 
year at Concordia, could come through with similar nights. And 
there’s always Foufounes, open to a bit of everything. But after

It had become evident that money 
was of short supply as the club’s air con- 
ditioning unit remained unfixed after a 
breakdown several weeks earlier. Eric, 
Cargo’s booking agent, said that the 
club’s managers, who were leasing the 
space, could not meet rental payments 
the last month. However, there was 
some indication that this was contrac- 
tually allowable, and when the rent was 
eventually raised, the owner of the pro- 
perty made himself unavailable so that 
he could rent to new lessors, according 
to Eric. This was evidenced by the fact 
that.when the Hardcore Monday crew 
arrived at the club one night, it took a 
locksmith and members of the Gen- 
darmerie (they come in handy, even to

Spectrum is replete with remote control ~ 


cameras; new club Baker Street trains a 
single camera on their bands. However, 
in the case of Station 10, where at least 
two local bands play every week, having 
a Camera means that in a few months, a 
healthy video collection of Montreal’s 
alternative bands can be put together. 
From the audience’s point of view, 
the live video feed to Station 10’s 
widescreen and over-the-bar monitor 
means that even on a packed night, 
stage action can easily be seen. For the 
club itself, video recording provides ex- 
tra flexibility in programming.

MuchMusic is finally here, as promis- 
ed by the CRTC how long ago. Now we, 
too, can sit before our sets in the same 
stupour as the denizens down south. But 
what's this? "Cable News Network, and 
Sportschannel, all for the same low 
price? Cable companies have neatly 
coined the term “‘tiering’’ for this com- 
bination of goodies, 

That price is deceiving, however. In 
addition to the six dollars or so for the 
new channels, you must pay your 
regular monthly cable fees. Multiply 
that by twelve and you'll realize how 
much you are really paying per annum. 
The cable company pays just under a 
dollar per subscriber per month for 
MuchMusic — for that service alone, 
you will pay about four dollars, 

Late last year, after a feverish set of 
hearings, the CRTC chose a winner for 
the license to give Canada its own MTY. 
Up until then, we had to be satisfied 
with local video shows that lasted but 
half an hour on Saturdays at 6:00, 
Although MTV’s | satellite ‘‘sweeps’’ 
‘directly over our city, it was absolutely 
banned by Ottawa, live or on tape. A 
number of bars were busted for the of- 
fense. 

At any rate, CITY, the Toronto- 
based owners and operators of 
MuchMusic, beat out a good number of 
contenders. The most prominent were 
Donald Tarlton and Harold Greenberg, 
alias Donald\ K_.Dohald and’) Astral 
Bellevue Pathé Inc\ Gregnbégg | pulled 
out late in the game so he could lose 
money elsewhere and buy TVEC, the 
failing French pay TV network, and

did not want to hand over to Greenberg 
another (supposed) ‘‘cash cow on a 
silver platter’? as they did with First 
Choice. So MuchMusic was given to CI- 
23 

All they would have to do was 1) put 
$100,000 a year aside to help make 
Canadian videos (which is enough for 
about two good ones); 2) play at least 
10% Canadian content the first two 
years, 20% -the next, and 30% in its 
fourth year (It is estimated that there are 
85 broadcast quality videos in Canada; 
MuchMusic has 55 of them.); and 3) 
kiss the CRTC’s arse in perpetuity, for 
MuchMusic will be reviewed yearly for 
‘“*upstanding”’ conduct. 

Despite all this, MuchMusic will sure- 
ly survive, prosper, and even improve. 
Why? Because the good folks at CITY 
aren’t stupid. They know a good thing 
when they have one. They have a 
reputation for doing great things with a 
budget of less than a CBC vice- 
president’s salary, and they want to 
make lots of money. 

They intend to do it, at least at first, 
by broadcasting the show live for six 
hours between 6 and 12 midnight, then 
repeating the same taped show three 
times until the next live bloc the follow- 
ing day. 

Live is cheap, six hours is cheaper 
than 24 (which is.what MTV does). 
MTV is all pre-taped, which is very ex- 
pensive. But MTV has lost $90 million 
its inception. CITY and 
MuchMusic plan to lose not a-red cent.
